W ASHINGTON, April 24 —(A’) | 
— The seven 
Nazis sentenced 
to j 
death in Germany for concento- | 
tion camp 
atrocities 
have

The high tribunal refusal to re- j 
view their case presumably clears I 
the way for 
military authorities 
to carry out the executions. 
The seven Nazis include former 
SS (Elite Guard) officers and con- I 
centration camp officials, accused 
of murdering thousands of civil­ 
ians during World War IL They 
are the 
last Nazis under 
death 
sentences. 
The court’s decision not to grant 
the men a hearing was reached by 
a vote 
of 6 to 2. Justices Black 
and Douglas favored reviewing 
the case. Justice Jackson took no 
part in consideration of the ap­ 
peal.

World W ar I he won the nickname 
“ Hell ’n M aria” from 
his testi­ 
mony before 
a House committee 
investigating the administration of 
the W ar Deparment. And his un­ 
derslung pipe— which appeared at 
first glance to be upside down— 
also typified Dawes to the nation 
a generation ago. 
It was as “ Hell ’n M aria” that 
America remembers Dawes best. 
Dawes was a brigadier general 
with the A.E.F. in France in World 
W ar I and was assigned as general 
purchasing officer. 
Appearing before the House in­ 
vestigating 
committee, 
he 
was 
asked: “ Isn’t it true that excessive 
prices were paid for mules?" 
“ Hell ’n M aria!” 
shouted the 
general. 
“ I ’d have t paid 
horse 
prices for sheep if the sheep could 
have hauled artillery.” 


N a tive of O hio 


Dawes, who was born in M ari­ 
etta, O., started his business life 
in Lincoln. Neb., as a lawyer and 
in banking but he came to Chicago 
before the 
turn of the century. 


And for more 
than 50 years he 
was one of the leaders in civic, 
banking and political circles. His 
brother, 
Rufus, 
was associated 
with him in his banking business. 
Early in his 
career as a banker. 
General Dawes, only 31 years old. 
served as comptroller of the cur­ 
rency under President M cKinley. 


After he left the R FC there was 
much 
criticism against 
Dawes 
over the RFC 
loan of $90,000,000 
to his tottering Central Republic 
Bank and Trust Company during 
the depression. The loans were an 
issue in the 1932 presidential cam­ 
paign. There was much court liti­ 
gation 
but the 
bank ultimately 
ceased functioning and the City 
National Bank and Trust Company 
took over its deposit liabilities. 
Surviving 
Dawes, 
besides his 
widow, is a daughter, Mrs. Melvin 
B. 
Ericson of 
Evanston. A son, 
Rufus, drowned In 1912 when he 
was 21. 
Later General and Mrs. 
Dawes adopted tw o C hildren, now 
Mrs. 
Virginia 
Cragg of K en il­ 
worth, 111,, and Dana McCutcheon 
Dawes, of Marengo, 111.
